A CRUEL, SENSELESS CRIME 

The world is better than it was 
some hundreds of years ago, but is it 
better than it was a score of years 
ago ? How is one to account for that 
tragedy in Chicago where twe young 
lads, university undergraduates and 
sons of millionaires, kidnapped an¬ 
other young lad named Franks, slew 
him and then wrote a letter to his fa¬ 
ther demanding ten thousand dollars 
ransom? It was not Franks they were 
after especially. Any other victim 
would have done. The letter demand¬ 
ing ransom was already written, all 
except the address. That could not, of 
course be known until they knew their 
victim. This was not their first of¬ 
fence. They did not need the money 
and to get it they did not need to kill 
their victim. What was wrong with 
the up-bringing of these two lads? 
How does it come that an education 
which taught them so many things 
failed to open their eyes to the enormi¬ 
ty and senselessness of such a crime 
and the disgrace and punishment so 
cure to follow? 

CABINET MINISTERS SNUBBED 

The two most serious questions with 
manufacturers today are tariff and 
transportation. The Cabinet Ministers 
who deal with these, Robb and Gra-r 

ham, were invited to the _ 

Manufacturers Association annual din¬ 
ner, held in Toronto. They are both 
successful manufacturers themselves. 
They came in a most friendly spirit 
with carefully prepared speeches put¬ 
ting the government side frankly be¬ 
fore the manufacturers, but beyond 
being given seats at the head table, 
they were completely ignored. No re¬ 
ference was made to their presence 
and after short speeches by the senior 
officers and some song and jazz per¬ 
formances—the latter entirely out of 
place in a gathering of such important 
business men—the proceedings were 
abruptly ended on the ground that 
there was a cabaret on in another 
room to which some of those present 
might want to go, while others who 
were sailing at noon next day might 
want time to pack. The announce¬ 
ment created amazement and for a 
few seconds there was dead silence. 
The explanation was passed around 
privately that the ministers did not 
want to speak. Many members gather¬ 
ed about them as they were leaving 
the dining-room, learned the facts, re¬ 
alized what had happened, expressed 
intense indignation. The various ex¬ 
planations given by officials of the As¬ 
sociation were regarded as so trivial 
that feeling ran high for a time. The 
excuses given seemed to conform the 
view that a snub was intended as a 
means of formally expressing resent¬ 
ment over the recent tariff changes. 
The genial Mr. Robb, who is undoubt¬ 
edly the wisest and best friend the in¬ 
dustries of Canada have in the present 
government ,was very much put out 
and frankly told General John A. 
Gunn, Toronto, and a group of Mon¬ 
treal manufacturers who were expres¬ 
sing their personal disappointment, 
that it was the greatest insult he had 
been subjected to since entering public 
lifc.-^JSlfiVncial Post. 

Government returns for employ¬ 
ment during April show that the situ¬ 
ation was bettef during the month this 
year than it was a year ago. Over 20,- 
000 more work people were on the 
payrolls reporting than was the case 
during March. This is especially in¬ 
teresting because the number of immi¬ 
grants that arrived during the month 
was over 100 per cent, in excess of the 
number during April, 1923. 

The British Columbia general elec¬ 
tions resulted in a victory for the li¬ 
berals but their working majority was 
cut down. They at present have 20 
members elected, which is five short of

STRETCHING THE POINT 

It is a far stretch of the rule re¬ 
specting secrecy of Cabinet Councils 
which prevents the publication of the 
names of those members of the Cab¬ 
inet who attended any particuar ses¬ 
sion. Yet that interpretation is made 
by Jutsice McKeown in the Home 
Bank investigation and by the Domin¬ 
ion government in the Murdoch case. 
During the last session of the Ontario- 
legislature questions were asked as to 
what members had attended certain 
cabinet councils and the government 
did not hesitate to give the answer. 
This is information which cannot be 
secret and no legitimate reason can be 
given for attempting to keep it secret. 
What is done at a cabinet meeting is 
very often reported at once to the 
press by the Prime Minister himself. 
That is not a violation of the rule. It 
is improper, however, for any Cabinet 
Minister to disclose what is said in the 
council or to give premature publica¬ 
tion to what is done. But it is absurd 
to say that in a judicial or parlia¬ 
mentary inquiry the names of those 
Ministers who attended any particular 
meeting of the cabinet may not be dis¬ 
closed. » 

NEEDED—GOOD PARENTS 

“Good parents are a necessity if the 
child is to grow up into a good citi¬ 
zen,” writes a thirteen-year-old girl 
who evidently finds no difficulty in 
obeying the injunction, “Honor Thy 
Father and Thy Mother.” Constance 
Ryan, winner of a prize of $25 for the 
best essay on the Biblical text, goes on 
to say that parents “have had the ex¬ 
perience which they must get, and, 
owing to this, they can make wise de¬ 
cisions when we most need them, and 
by which we may benefit as long as we 
live.' Make life easier for them and 
make them as happy as they make us: 
the true friends, whose love is life en¬ 
during—mother and father.” Ruth 
Herold, another thirteen-ven^-oM 
school girl, and also a prize-winner in 
the same contest, evidently had made 
some investigation before preparing 
her composition ,for she writes, "in in¬ 
vestigating the prisons and looking 
over the records of the prisoners, it is. 
found that most of the criminals of 
to-day were unfortunate in having lost 
their parents or in having been allow¬ 
ed to treat them disrespectfully.” The 
compositions were read at a Parent’s 
Day celebration in Central Park, New 
York City, arranged by ‘Uncle Robert’ 
Spero, a well-known philanthrophist 
who devotes much of his time to work 
among unfortunate children and to in¬ 
culcating among all children a sense 
of filial obligation. The occasion, the 
first of its kind, was noticed in all the 
metropolitan newspapers and support¬ 
ed and encouraged by the public- 
school authorities. In a radio message 
broadcast before the park meeting, 
and published in several papers, Asso¬ 
ciate Superintendent of Schools Ed¬ 
ward W. Stitt offered parents these 
suggestiins: 

1. Set proper standards for your 
children to follow. 2. Be friends with 
your children walk and play with 
\hem occasionally. We must not live 
above our children but with them. 3. 
Do not scold too much. Encourage 
them to do their best. Let us remem¬ 
ber what Phillips-Brooks said: ‘Child¬ 
ren are white, spotted black; not black 
spotted white.’ 4. See that they select 
proper friends and associates. 5. Make 
‘home’ as comfortable and happy as 
your .means permit. 6. Give your 
children at least a high school educa¬ 
tion. 7. Train them in the habit of re¬ 
gular attendance at.church and Sun¬ 
day school. 8. See that they avoid all 
games of chance. A gambler never 
can be a success in life. 9. See that 
your children take plenty of physical 
trainirig in the open air. It is better 
exercise to walk than to ride in a 
‘ligiousine.’ 10. Let your children feel 
that any honor Which they win in 
school, or any act of courage, or un¬ 
selfishness they may perform, will 
bring great happiness to father and 
mother and put the family name on a 
higher plane of honor. Do not forget 
that the future of Canada depends 
upon how your boys and girls are 
trained to-day, not on how you were 
trained when you were children. “Let J 
us hope that the proper celebration of j 
‘Parents’ Day’ may lead to better 
homes, more regular attendance at re- | 
ligious services, and a finer type of ci- I 
tizenship, all of which will combine to) 
make our nation the best in the j 
world.”

HORSE AND HORSE POWER 

Once upon a time, according to a 
tall yarn, three famous teamsters met 
in a contest for the supremacy of their 
horses in pulling heavy weights. The 
first man’s team pulled a rival team 
backward for a mile. The second 
man’s team, in attempting to pull up 
an elevator stuck tight in a mine shaft 
and pulled out the entire mine shaft. 
The third man’s team hitched to a sup¬ 
posed boulder, which was really a 
stone outcrop, got no results* but so 
great was the power exerted that af¬ 
ter fifteen minutes steady pulling the 
horses had sunk knee-deep in the solid- 
rock. Nowadays such contests have 
been put on a more scientific basis, 
with the use of the tractor dynamo¬ 
meter invented by Prpf. E. V. Collins 
of the Iowa State University. So great 
is its accuracy that it actually enables 
us to tell to a fraction just how much 
is the horse-power of each individual 
horse or team in a pulling contest. If 
James Watt, points out D. F. Malin,. 
writing in Wallaces’ Forme, had lived 
to see the performance of a team of 
horses hitched to this tractive dyna¬ 
mometer, he would have felt compelled 
to change his definition of one horse¬ 
power. It is obvious, of course, that 
Watt did not intend the definition as 
a measure of the maximum power ex¬ 
erted by a horse. He simply establish¬ 
ed a unit of power which he called one 
horse-power and defined it as the en¬ 
ergy required to pull a 150-pound 
weight out of a hole 220 feet deep in 
one minute. This unit of power is still 
a standard of measurement. Unques¬ 
tionably Watt would have been amaz¬ 
ed to see a pair of horses actually de¬ 
velop 27 horse-power, as happened in 
recent tests. Exerting terrific power 
with the long smooth action of their 
powerful haunches, a comparatively 
light team owned by Lew Coles of 
Ames, Iowa, the other day exerted a 
pull of 2,500 pounds on the tractive 
dynamometer. This is the world’s re¬ 
cord to date and equals the effort ne¬ 
cessary to start a load of 32.500 
pounds on a granite block pavement. 
However, the dynamometer test re¬ 
quires the application of this effort 
throughout the length of the pull, so 
the team in question exerted this ef¬ 
fort for a distance of 27.5 feet. If 
they had actually moved a load of 32,- 
500 pounds they could have drawn it 
much further, since the required effort 
would have been considerably less once 
the load was in motion. These two 
horses, “Beauty,” a mare weighing 
1,760 pounds, and “Mage,” a gelding 
weighing only 1,550, are now the 
world’s champions, altho many of the 
teams which have competed with them 
weighed three or four hundred pounds 
more. The secret of their success, we 
are told, lies in their even, * slow, 
strong pull and the craftsmanship of 
the teamster who kept them both up 
evenly in the collar.

CROP REPORT 


Weather conditions during the past 
week have been somewhat cooler 
throughout the prairie provinces but 
favorable for crop conditions accord¬ 
ing to the weekly crop reports issued 
by the Agricultural department. Rain 
was general throughout the west and 
sufficiently heavy, and frequent to be 
of real value to soil. Oats and barley 
crops are satisfactory and have shown 
improvement since the rain. Fall rye 
is heading and showing good crop. 
While there is greatly increased acre¬ 
age under com in each of the western 
provinces, its development has been 
backward on account of unfavorable 
weather conditions. There is little 
chapge in the labor situatiqn at pre¬ 
sent and not much demand for help al¬ 
though experienced farm hands can 
always secure work at good wages. 
Live stock markets throughout the 
west continue satisfactory. Cattle are 
bringing good prices .especially well 
bred cattle in good condition. Crops 
of* every variety in the province of Ma-‘ 
nitoba are looking well although late, 
the reports state. Grain has made 
splendid headway and grass is abun¬ 
dant while a heavy hay crop seems to 
be assured. Conditions in Saskatche¬ 
wan are somewhat varied but general¬ 
ly speaking weather has been favor¬ 
able for crop development. Rain fell 
liberally during the past week over 
the greater part of the province but is 
still needed and in some cases urgent¬ 
ly, in sections of northwest and central 
Saskatchewan. All grani crops are 
looking splendid in the province and" 
wheat is coining into shot blade. 
Crop conditions are very satisfactory 
in Alberta, according to the report and 
show much improvement because of 
rains. There seems to be sufficient 
supply of moisture in soil now to as¬ 
sure at least a fair crop. All cereals 
are doing well, fall rye is in bloom, and 
a fairly heavy crop of hay is expect¬ 
ed, Some hail damage was caused du¬ 
ring the week in the Didsbury . and 
Olds districts. On the Edmonton, 
Dunvegan and B. C. Railway liberal 
rain falls have been recorded at prac¬ 
tically all points and crops are in ex¬ 
cellent condition, with much wheat in 
shot blade.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS 




Business conditions in general did 
not change materially during May. In 
western Canada, as is usual at this 
time of year, trade was slack and 
grain deliveries and collections delay¬ 
ed on account of the farmers being en¬ 
gaged on the land, but no serious com¬ 
plaints have bedn heard as to business 
conditions in western t^jvns and cities, 
except in the case of a few points in 
Manitoba. In British Columbia the 
shipping trade is still brisk as a re¬ 
sult of the heavy movement of grain 
to Pacific Coast ports. Mining opera¬ 
tions in that province also continue to 
be active. The demand for lumber has 
fqllen off, but orders are still being 
placed and enquiries made; in some iri- 
stanes the supply on hand has over¬ 
taken the demand and in consequence 
prices are weaker. In Ontario, Quebec 
and the Maritime provinces industrial 
conditions are practically the same as 
a month ago. At some points factories 
are reported as being operated to ca¬ 
pacity, while at others there has ljeen 
a falling off in business. On the whole 
there continues to be evidence of *a cer¬ 
tain amount of nervousness and'hesi- 
tancyj and orders are still on the basis 
of day-to-day rather than prospective 
requirements. Unreasonable weather 
(luring April and May depressed retail 
business and this depression -retarded 
in turn the placing of orders with ma¬ 
nufacturers. Statistics with respect to 
the employment of labour in all pro¬ 
vinces indicate that conditions are 
slightly better than in May a year 
ago. Men who were employed during 
the winter in the lumber camps are be¬ 
ing fairly well absorbed by various in¬ 
dustries and by summer occupations. 
The metalliferous mines of northern 
Ontario, for example, are employing 
as many as the available power per¬ 
mits. Some improvement in the de¬

Mutton prices in Alberta are hard¬ 
ly established, and sales are very 
scarce at the yards; prime lambs 
would bring probably $14 and others 
down to $13; tat ewes from $8 down 
and Aethers $10@$12. 

There has been a wonderfully strong 
market duriifg the week and like all 
sudden advances, there is always a 
likelihood of something of a setback 
at times, but the level of prices on the 
present crop looks as though it would 
keep up. The heavy reduction in the 
United States crop given in the last 
government report, seems to be the 
chief factor in the present firmness. 
Alberta crop conditions look about as 
good as last year and if the moisture 
which has favored the present month 
continues there should he a very good 
yield. The reports from the other pro¬ 
vinces are also encouraging and on the 
whole the western farmers have every 
reason to feel optimistic so far as 
grain crops are concerned. 

Butterfat—Creameries in the south¬ 
ern and part of the central districts 
dropped their prices twice since last 
issue and the price at centralizers is 
now: specials 30c; No. 1 28c; No. 2 
25c, and off grade 20c; country cream¬ 
eries 2c under. Edmonton has been 
holding up on the 33c basisfbut there 
is a drop coming thcr^/alnrost any 
day. Creamery butter—Prints and 
cartons unchanged at 34@35c for No. 
1 and 30@31c for No. 2. Carlots not 
moving very freely, as manufacturers 
not trying to force the market; some 
shipments west on basis of 31c, speci¬ 
als, and cars rolling east on basis of 
30V&C. Dairy butter-—not much action; 
markets paying 23@25c for fancy 
grade of table butter. Cheese-—un¬ 
changed at 18@21c, but outlook some¬ 
what uncertain owing to large eastern 
supplies. 

Eggs—Calgary quotations unchang¬ 
ed at 18, 16, 12 and 9c for the grades, 
but another ooffple of cents may be 
aditeti to the grades. Poultry—Broil¬ 
ers coming now; worth 22@24c on 
weights between 1K and 2% opunds. 
Fowl looks weaker, hut not very much 
handled. 

Alfalfa fields reported ta bo looking 
good; not much demand for hay, ex¬ 
cept occasional orders on "timothy. 
General indications of crop of hay of 
all kinds favorable.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

The Canadian postal strike has 
proved a fizzlq. The west was not at 
all effected and Toronto workers a re 
about the only ones keeping it up. 

G. Roy Stevens, a former Alberta 
newspaper man and graduate of Al¬ 
berta University, has been appointed 
Canadian Trade Commissioner to 
South'‘Africa. 

Dominion land authorities at Ed¬ 
monton have received an application 
for land from a resident of Auburn, 
Wash, who contemplates the establish¬ 
ment of a muskrat farm in Alberta. 

Settlers from many countries are ar¬ 
riving in Aberta in considerable num¬ 
bers each week, most of them being 
from Britain and northern Europe, 
with several parties from the United 
States. 

The Edmonton Newsboys’ Band, the 
only Canadian band granted an en¬ 
gagement at the British Empire Fair 
at London, will leave for overseas 
next week. The engagement of the 
band is for six weeks at the fair, and 
the band will also play in other parts 
of Britain. 

During the seven months of the mil¬ 
ling year which, ended on March 31st, 
last, 7,901,316 barrels of flour were ex¬ 
ported, as compared with 7,255,441 
barrels for the corresponding months 
of the 1922-23 milling year. The Brit¬ 
ish West Indian field is developing ra¬ 
pidly and both Europe and the Orient 
are becoming bigger customers for Ca¬ 
nadian flour. 

Nearly 68,000 bushels of high class 
seed was handled at the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment seed cleaning plant during 
the past season, according to a report 
of the field crops commissioner. A to¬ 
tal of 22,823 bushels of Marquis wheat 
sixM was handled, 3,160 bushels of 
Rub^wheat, 23,073 bushels of Victory 
oats, 17,862 bushels of Banner oats, 
and 684 bushels of aBrk’s barley. 

The railways of Canada up to the 
end of last April earned $6,000,000 
more than they did for the correspond¬ 
ing period in 1923. This favorable re¬ 
sult is due entirely to the fact that the 
people have been doing more business. 
Commercial activity is always trans¬ 
lated into tons of freight to be hauled. 
The measure of that activity is direct¬ 
ly reflected in the ups and downs of 
railway traffic and during the • past 
three months the tendency has been 
definitely upward . All authorities are 
agreed that such a condition means 
growing trade.

INTERE STING NEWS 

The Millarville races, an annual af¬ 
fair, was pulled off on Wednesday, the 
25th,^before a large gathering. 

Beer by the glass was decisively 
beaten in the late B.C. genera election 
plebiscite. The large cities and the 
provincial centres rejected the idea. 

“Are caterpillars good to eat?” ask¬ 
ed little Tommy at the dinner table. 
“No,” said his father, “what makes 
you ask a question like that while we 
are eating?” “You had one on your 
lettuce, but it’s gone now,” replied 
Tommy.—Exchange. 

Looking forward to the gradual re¬ 
moval of its entire newsprint manu¬ 
facturing interests to Canada, the In¬ 
ternational-Paper Company will break 
ground in the near future for the erec¬ 
tion of a new plant in the dominion, 
according to an anhouncement made 
by the chairman of the company. 

The construction of approximately 
five hundred miles of branch lines in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta'will be un¬ 
dertaken by the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way this year ,it was announced in 
Winnipeg by D. 'C. Coleman, vice-pre¬ 
sident, in charge of western lines. Con¬ 
siderable work has already been carri¬ 
ed on some of the British lines. 

A general decrease of fall wheat 
winter killed in the Dominion is re¬ 
ported in the first crop report issued 
this year by the bureau of statistics. 
Of the 767,200 acre% of fall wheat 
sown in Canada last year, 702,100 are 
in the province of Ontario, 49,500 are 
in Alberta and 15,000 are in British 
Columbia. The proportion reported as 
winter killed in Ontario is four per 
cent, in Alberta about fifteen per cent 
and in British Columbia about three 
per cent. 

Nearly 50,000 000 bushels of grain 
have been handled from the prairie 
provinces, chiefly Alberta, over the 
Pacifiic Route via Vancouver in the 
1923-24 season, to May 31, compared 
with less than 18,000,000 bushels 
handled during the previous season. 
This is an indication of the 
manner in which the Western 
route has developed in the past year. 
Of these shipments about 34,500,000 
bushels went to the United Kingdom 
and Europe via Panama and about 13,- 
800,000 bushels to the Orient. 

The latest United States figures for 
imports of Canadian wheat into the 
Republic confirm previous statements 
that the very high duty of 42 cents a 
bushel is not keeping Canadian wheat 
out of that market. It is having the 
effect of reducing import for consump¬ 
tion, but this is only a portion of the 
total quantity of wheat Uncle Sam 
takes from this country. From July 1 
1923, to May 24, 1924, the United 
States imported 26,507,479 bushels of 
wheat from Canada, of which 14,270,- 
486 were for consumption and 12,236,- 
993 for milling in bond for export. 

There are a lot more® bacon hogs 
being marketed in Alberta this year 
than during the corresponding months 
of 1923, acording to the grading re¬ 
ports issued by the government, and 
in fact there are quite a lot more hogs 
of all grades. The figures for the year 
up to June 5 show: 1924, Total 282,674, 
bacon 7,611; 1923, total 231,452, bacon 
4,379. The figures are encouraging 
and give reason to suppose that our 
farmers will eventually turn off con¬ 
siderably more of the premium hogs 
than they are doing now. Those Who 
claim »they cannot handle bacon hogs 
or turn them off profitably, can stick 
to the “pigs is pigs” idea, but the man 
who can get the extra 10 per cent is 
receiving a little extra money that is 
always very acceptable. 


SHEEP RAISING 

Mr. C. Geo. Bowlus is quite satisfied 
with the prospects of his sheep ranch 
to "the north of Blackie where with 
ejghty head of sheep the increase for 
this spring was 66 lambs, thus making 
his herd now 145 in all. He expects to 
further increase his flock with the ad¬ 
ditions of more blooded stock. The 
price received for wool however did 
not seem to be commesurate with the 
Trices realized in the States where he 
says the price is 32 c per lb. as against 
14c in Canada.. 

From the standpoint of the opposi¬ 
tion the outcome of the Murdoch case 
is satisfactory. He stays in the gov¬ 
ernment. 


There were(two Browns in the vil¬ 
lage, both fishermen. One lost his 
wife and the o flie r lq st his boat at 
about the same time.
